Ey some, the SWERSOB 
is alone to be blamed ; by others, the sole 
cause is the non-fulrilnieiiL of the provi- 
sions made by the New Zealand Com- 
pany — as ailed i rig, although in a dif- 
ferent manner, the settler and the Maorie. 
Agaiiu, others are of opinion, lhat the 
trait s Terence of the trade from the New 
Zealand to the immigrant pouulattou, is 
fruitful cause of bitterness with the 
former. It was the ciisluni, some years 
since, for whalers nnd other vessels visit- 
ing tbeir harbours, to deal ami bar; it to a 
great extent wilh them. Nifw, however, 
n licit of this trade Is, for very obvious 
reasons, carried on between the whites, 
and hence a considerable jealousy has 
arisen. 

Heki is said to have expressed his re- 
gret fur cutting down the flag- staff, as 
well as for the subsequent events; but

ROYAL AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY, 

I.lEDIc's miNCIPLES OP O U l.TU HE. . 

Wis jttrttire from a Report of the pto- 
eecdiugs of the Royal Agticullural So- 
ciety of London, which will be found in 
another column, lhat il has awarded C3hQ 
for the expense of analysing the ashe3 of 
plants at the London University. This 
measure has been adopted - in consequence 
or the recommendation of the chemical 
section of the British Association, an offer 
having lieen made by Professor Graimsi 
gratuitously lo superintend the analysis 
by his pupih, 

Our scientific readers will be aware that 
Llie investigations to be pursued are sup- 
plementary lo those of LiEiinj, which have 
established that the' mineral constituents 
of the ashes of a plant are absorbed from 
the soil as food, and are as indispensable 
to its existence as is the food we eat to 
the support of animal life. The practical 
conclusions from this fact, have already 
proved of great value to the agriculturist. 
It shows with unerring certainty the 



(increment, Trie latter, indeed, is deemed 
so indispensable in China, mi account of 
its dense population, that Ih* waste of it 
is subjected to severe penalties. In the 
large towns of ling I a rid, our domestic 
hiLbits suffer hitman excrement to run to 
waste iti sewers and rivers ; it is therefore 
of importance lo discover aome substitute, 
This tve find in finely ground bones, as 
will appear from their composition. 
Two-thirds of bone consist of the phos- 
phates of lime and magnesia, with car- 
bonate of lime, soda, and coin m on salt. 

When ne manure with bones we re- 
turn to the soil a quantity of phosphoric 
acid combined with lime and magnesia, 
which nas originally derived from apa- 
tite, a phosphate of lime, never absent 
from fertile land. This mineral, which 
for popular illustration, may be called 
bone earth, passes from Llie soil into hay 
and corn, or olher kinds of food consumed 
by man and animals. A hundred pounds 
uf wheat seed contain 1*3 of ashes, which, 
assuming the above analysis of EaitvEwius 
to be correct, are composed almost en- 
tirely of soluble arid insoluble phusphalos. 
As straw by incineration gives shout d 
per cent, of ashes, which contain 1 T5 per 
cent, of phosphates, Lie big calculates 
that -8 lbs, of bone contain as much pi ids- 
phslc of lime as 1000 lbs. of hay or 
wheat straw ] and 20 lbs. of bone con- 
tain approxii natively ,-ls much phos- 
phoric acid as 1000 lbs. of llie grain 
of wheat or oats. So that fjO lbs. of 
bones, he adds, furnish sufficient 
manure to supply with phosphates three 
rotation crops, mangel wtunel, wheat, and 
rye, in a soil of moderate fertility; but 
in order to ninlte so small a quantity 
available for our purpose, it must be 
chemically combined with half its weight 
of concentrated sulphuricncid, first diluted 
with three times its weight of water, and 
when sufficiently digested it must he 
further diluted With 101) times its weight 
of water.

maturity of each family of plants, and 
teaches to avoid those manures which 
however valuable they may be fur one 
plant, might be useless if not injurious to 
another. It leaches, that if we return lu 
the soil the crop taken from it, tve repay 
the mineral root! which had been con- 
auiued ; and, inasmuch as all the mineral 
co ttst i lite nts of a pla.nl, together wilh its 
nitrogen, nfler having been consumed by 
animals, are returned in liquid and solid 
excrement, we have within our reach a 
never failing means of repioducing our 
food Under the ordinary modes of tillage, 
by manuring the soil with excrement. 

Another rule jj^ to return to the soil 
every part of a plant which is not em- 
ployed for. the use or man. The tops of 
petal oe for example con lain many salts 
which are the food of other plants, as is 
shown from ibe analysis of ils ashes.. 
One hundred parts contain 4-20 salts of 
potash and s'.- Ja — 5'J'dO salts or lime and 
magnesia, and. H6'd(l of silica. lis salts 
'contain llie following acids; —Muriatic, 
sti]phiinc,plio5phorio,andrarbonie;hcuce 
the potatoe lop would restore to the ear tit 
the mineral constituents ol several plaiita. 
On the other baud, U removed rroni lite 
field on which it waa grown, the soil 
would be rendered less fertile inexact pro- 
portion la the quantity of abstracted 
salts. Hop-bines buried in a part of a 
field, ns we lentil from the Journal of the 
Royal Agricultural Society, enabled the 
soil to prudu.ee 2001 bs. more of hops per 
acre than the part not so manured, whereby 
an additional value of X M „jjer acre was 
obtained, subject only to the expense of 
picking and preparing the additional 
quantity of hops. The report of this facL 
will he found in anoliicr part of our 
paper. The cuttings of vine ore also 
mentioned as being employed with ad- 
vantage as manure for .the vine. As a 
general rule, no plant should be burnt 
unless il contain tannin, resin, or some 
other matter injurious lo vegetation. The 
mineral constituents of a plant, together 
with its nitrogen and carbon, are elimi- 
nated by decomposition in the bowels of 
tlie earth, The, act of burning, on the 
contrary, destroys the nitrogen and the 
carbon, which are valuable elements of 
manure. The fibrous parts are also useful 
rendering (he soil more permeable to

Bone is found by chemical analysis to 
contain 18^ times more of the phosphates 
than an equal weight of farm yard manure, 
Hence il appears, Hint a»/ov ™ the phos- 
phates arc couccrnct/, 16 bushels of hone, 
weighing 7 cu t , possess the . fertilising 
qualities of ten tons and a half of dung. 
In respect of saline materials, one of bone 
is equal lo live of dung : but as lo its 
organic matter, and certain soluble salts, 
the bone and the dung arc of eijiial effi- 
cacy. 

That the horse ant! the cow return to 
the soil the saline materials which they 
cnnsuitie in their food, is shown as fol-

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We learn front these analyses that the 
liquid and solid excrement of an animal is 
the best manure for reproducing the food 
which it had consumed, Tlie excrement 
of pigs fed on peas and potatoes, says 
Luauo, is in the highest degree adapLcd 
fur growing those vegetables. The ma- 
nure of cows fed on turnips sifppliea food 
for a crop of tin nips equal in amount lo 
that consumed,
